Under the terms of the home -buying
lan, the company promises to advance
o0 any employe 90 per cent of the cost
of any property he may purchnse as his
home. The loan may be repaid in
installments over a period not exceeding
twelve vears,

fter the new pension system goes
into effect, any employe mny retire at
. the age of sixty-five, nnd must retire at
seventy. The nmount of his peosion
‘will be based upon the number of years
lie has been working for the company
and the average amount of his enrnings
duriog that time.

The $8,000,000 plant improvements
will be spent munlh in Jolustown and
Coatesville, nlthough salterntions will
be made at the Nicetown plant, where
electric furnaces will be installed and
the bar mille rearranged for more effi-
cient production of tool steel and other
bar specialtios,

““The directors and sfficers firm!y be-
lieve,”” said A, C. Diokey in n siate-
ment given out after the meeting, “‘that
the interests of the company are iden-
tieal with those of the ecommunity in
which' the varions plants are located.
They also believe that the ideal Ameri-
ean community is one in which all or at
least the majority of the citizens own
thelr own homes, 1n order to assist in
bringing about this condition a compre-
hensive plan was anthorized whereby
employes will he materinlly assisted in
the purchasing their lomes, Under
this plan the company will advance 00
per cent of the total cost and will “ox-
tend payments over a maximum period
of t“ohe yenrs.
